The smallest screws In tin* world are 
those made in watch factories. 
Tliej 
are cut from steel wire by a machine, 
hut as the chips fall from the knife il 
lo o k s as if the operator was simply 
cutting up the wire for his own di­ 
version. 
One 
thing 
is 
certain no 
screws can l*e seen, and yet a screw 
Is made by every third operation. 
The fourth jewel wheel screw is 
next to invisible, to the naked eye re 
senibling a speck of dust. 
With a 
glass, however, it can be made out 
quite distinctly. 
It has 200 threads to 
an inch. These little screws are four 
one-thousandth of an inch in diam­ 
eter, and the heads are double In size. 
It has been estimated that an ordinary 
thimble would hold loo.ooo of them. 
About 1,000,000 of them are manu 
factored in the course of a month 
but no attempt is ever made to count 
them, 
in determining the number tOQ 
of them are placed on a very delicate 
balance and the number of the whole 
quantity calculated from the weight 
of these. 
All the small parts of the 
watch are counted in this way, prop 
ably 50 out of the 120. 
When they have been cut the screws 
are hardened and put into frames, 
aboqt 100 to the frame, heads up. Tills 
Is done very rapidly, but entirely by 
the sense of touch Instead of by sight, 
so that a blind man with a li He ex­ 
perience could perform the task. 
The next step in the process is to 
I p o lish the heads in an automatic nin 
chine, 10,IKK) at a time. The plate on 
whi li this is done is covered with oil 
and a grinding compound, and on this 
the machine moves them very rapidly 
by n reversing motion until they are 
in perfect condition.—Chicago Record 
Herald,

Specks of Dust. 
The smallest screws In the world are 
those macle iii watch factories. 
They 
are cut from steel wire by a machine, 
hut as the chips fall from the knife it 
looks as if the operator was simply 
cutting up the wire for his own di­ 
version. 
One 
thing 
is certain—no 
screws can be seen, and yet a screw 
is made by every third operation. 
The fourth jewel wheel screw is 
next to invisible, to the naked eye re­ 
sembling a speck of dust. 
With a 
glass, however, it can be made out 
quite distinctly. 
It has 260 threads to 
an inch. 
These little screws are four 
one-thousandth of an inch iii diam­ 
eter, and the heads are double iii size. 
It has been estimated that an ordinary 
thimble would hold 100,000 of them. 
About 1.000,000 of them are ma nu 
factored in the course of a month, 
but no attempt is ever made to count 
them. 
In determining the number IOO 
of them are placed on a very delicate 
balance aud the number of the whole 
quantity calculated from the weight 
of these. 
All the small parts of the 
watch are counted in this way, prod 
ably 50 out of the 120. 
When they have been cut the screws 
are hardened and put into frames, 
about IOO to the frame, heads lip. This 
i Is done very rapidly, but entirely by 
, the sense of touch instead of by sight, 
so that a blind man with a little ex­ 
perience could perform the task. 
The next step In the process is to 
I polish the heads in an automatic ma­ 
chine, 10,000 at a time. The plate on 
which this is done is covered with oil 
and a grinding compound, and on this 
the machine moves them very rapidly 
I by a reversing motion until they are 
I iu perfect condition.—Chicago Record- 
Herald.
